COMMERCIAL ACCOMMODATION 


All visitor accommodation in_ the 
National Parks is inspected by Parks 
Canada and maximum daily rates are 
posted in rooms to inform guests of 
correct charges. Meals are included with 
American plan rates but most rates are 
for European plan. 

To avoid disappointment, it is ad- 
visable to write to the establishments 
concerned in advance for reservations. 
The park staff cannot arrange for re- 
servations. 

Please note: Rates quoted here are 
the latest available at time of printing 
and may be subject to change. 


CAMPING 


Daily fees at all campgrounds are $3.00 
for an unserviced site; $5.00 for a site 
with electricity; and $6.00 for a site 
with water, electricity, and sewer con- 
nections. 

Campsites are allocated on a first- 
come, first-served basis, and no reser- 
vations can be made. At most camp- 
grounds, there is a limit on stay, usually 
of two weeks. 

Camping outside established camp- 
grounds is not allowed, unless special 
permission and the necessary camping 
and fire permits are obtained from a 
park warden. Camping in picnic areas 
or along the sides of highways and roads 
is not permitted. 

Group tenting sites are provided in 
some parks at a rate of 25 cents daily 
per person. Organized groups wishing to 
use these should write to the Park Super- 
intendent to make a reservation. These 
sites may be used only by organized 
groups, such as Boy Scouts or Girl 
Guides, led by a qualified and responsible 
person. 

National Parks are open to the public 
all year; however, the normal camping 


season is from mid-June to Labour Day. 
In most National Parks, minimum camping 
facilities are available from late May 
to mid-October. All electrical services 
in campgrounds are 60 cycle A.C. and 
nearly all campgrounds offer free fire- 
wood. Trailers and camping vehicles 
equipped to take advantage of the 
services provided at the designated 
trailer sites are required to use these 
areas. Tenters and other campers are 
required to use the other areas, which 
have been designated for this purpose. 
They are adequately equipped with pic- 
nic tables and barbecue grills for cooking 
over a wood fire. To prevent damage to 
the campgrounds and the camper’s 
property, wood fires are permitted only 
in stoves, grills and fireplaces especially 
established for this purpose. 

Information on camping techniques 
is provided in the booklet, Family Camp- 
ing available for 75 cents at all Infor- 
mation Canada offices. 

Camping fees are subject to change 
without notice. 


PICNIC AREAS 


Many picnic areas are provided free 
at selected locations which are usually 
convenient to park roads. Tables, fire- 
places and drinking water are available 
at most of these locations. Camping Is 
not permitted in picnic areas. 


INTERPRETIVE PROGRAM 


Visitors are urged to learn more about 
the parks and what they should see by 
attending the interpretive programs. 
Presented by park naturalists, the 
programs consist of illustrated evening 
talks in the outdoor theatres, conduct- 
ed outings, nature trails and exhibits. 
Ask at each park about the interpretive 
program and obtain a copy of the 
schedule.
